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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-38 are presented for examination on the merits. 

Priority 

Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Preliminary Amendment 

The Preliminary Amendment filed March 5, 2004, has been received and 
entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on March 5, 2004, was 
received and entered. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 
CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the 
examiner. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 4-8, 12-26 and 30-37 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
antcipated by EP 0 248 656 (EP), cited on enclosed PTO-1449 Form. 

Claims are drawn to a composition for culture of cells comprising polyethylene 
glycol in an amount of at least 1% by weight and method, thereof. 
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EP teaches a composition for culture of cells comprising polyethylene glycol in an 
amount of at least 1 % by weight and method, thereof. Note page 3, lines 25-35. 

The claims are identical to the cited disclosure and are, therefore considered to 
be anticipated by the teachings therein. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 3, 9-1 1 , 27-29 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 

unpatentable over EP, cited above, in view of Yoshida et al (US 5520933). 

Claims are further drawn to a composition comprising sodium erythorbate. 

EP is discussed above. 

Yoshida et al teach at column 9, line 49, sodium erythorbate which is disclosed to 
be a helpful ingredient. 

Claims differ from the EP reference in that sodium erythorbate is not disclosed. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the at the time the claimed 
invention was made to add sodium erythorbate to a culture medium since it is disclosed 
to be useful and helpful ingredient and has antioxidant properties and activities as well. 
Each of the claimed critical features are disclosed by EP with the exception of sodium 
erythorbate of which is disclosed by the secondary reference. Therefore, one of skill 
would have been motivated to add it to a culture for microbial production. In the 
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absence of persuasive evidence to the contrary the claims are rendered prima facie 
obvious. 

All claims fail to be patentably distinguishable over the state of the art discussed 
above and cited on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449. Therefore, the claims are 
properly rejected. 

The remaining references listed on the enclosed PTO-892 and/or PTO-1449 are 
cited to further show the state of the art. 
No claims are allowed.
